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WILLIAM PENN and DANIEL WEBSTER 


The long-awaited announcement of the purple 3-cent postage stamps commemorating 
the 250th anniversary of the birth of William Penn and the 150th anniversary of Daniel 
Webster was made August 30, by the post office department. 

Both stamps will be released October 24. 

The William Penn will be released at New Castle, Del.; and Philadelphia and Chester, 
Pa., and the Daniel Webster at Exeter, Franklin and Hanover, N. H., on October 24, and 
at Washington, D. C., October 25. 

The stamps will be flat-plate printings. ; 

For this occasion we will mail all six covers to those wanting them, guaranteeing no 
straight-edges, for 75 cents and for $1.25 will mail the six covers franked with singles 
from the first day cities and a cover for each stamp from Washington on the next day 
enclosing a picked block of four of the new stamps. Eight covers and two blocks for $1.25. 

Single covers 15 cents each; blocks of four on cover 25 cents. 

e will use a different cachet for each city. 


NEW 8-CENT AIRMAIL STAMP 


The long expected 8 cent airmail stamp will be issued September 26 in connection with 
the laying of the corner stone of the New Post Office Department building here. 
At the same time the 8-cent airmail envelope will be issued in sizes 13 and 8. 


SPECIAL CACHET SEPTEMBER 26 


There will be a special official cachet applied to all covers mailed in Washington, D. C., 
on September 26. 

This cachet will commemorate the laying of the corner stone of the new Post Office 
Department building and establishing the Benjamin Franklin station on Pennsylvania Ave- 
nue. It will typify the various modes of transportation used in the postal service. All of 
our Airmail covers will bear this cachet. Or for 15 cents we will mail a cover franked 
with stamps bearing pictures of Franklin or George Washington Bi-centennial stamps 
making 3 cents postage to those wishing them.

WRIGHT MEMORIAL DEDICATION 


Kill Devil Hills—Kitty Hawk, N. C. 
OCTOBER 1, 1932 


In commemoration of the first successful flight of a power driven airplane there, our 
government has erected a $250,000 memorial to Orville and Wilbur Wright, at Kill Devil 
Hills near Kitty Hawk along the coastal bank; of North Carolina. This magnificent pylon 
rises 60 feet above the top of a 95 foot sand dune covering 26% acres, and has a powerful 
beacon that shines far out to sea. The monument itself represents an engineering feat. 
The cornerstone was laid Dec. 17, 1928, (the date of issue of the Aeronautical Conference 
set). For four years this work has been goiny on, and now the sand dune has been firmly 
anchored and the Memorial is nearing completion. The monument rests on a 40 foot star 
shaped base. 21,800 feet of granite were hauled up the 95 foot hill and formed a triangular 
shaped pylon, symbolizing the birth of flight with a folded wing motif. From the monu- 
ment may be seen historical Roanoke Island and the birthplace of Virginia Dare, (first 
white child born in America) whose 350th anniversary will be celebrated by the entire 
nation next year. One of the largest assemb!ages in the fields of aviation are expected to 
attend the dedication and plans are being made to receive several hundred thousand per- 
sons. At the base of the hill proper 500 undeveloped acres of gently-rolling plain await hun- 
dreds of planes bearing pilgrims to the North Carolina coast, the birthplace of aviation. 

. The Kill Devil Hills Memorial Association has approved an appropriate cover design for 
this memorable dedication, showing the monument on the beautifully designed colored 
cachet. All covers will be franked with the new 8 cent air mail stamp. The same cachet 
will be used on the new 8 cent air mail envelopes and will be printed in colors. We are 
offering the only official approved service for this event and are requesting that you forward 
your requirements at once.

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Washington Announces 
Four New Stamps 


HE Postal Bulletin under 
date of August 30th, makes 
the Official Postoffice Depart- 
ment announcement of two 
new Commemorative stamps, 
a new air mail stamp and a new air 
mail stamped envelope The announce- 
ments are in the usual form over the 
signature of Mr. F. A. Tilton, Third 
Assistant Postmaster General. 

The commemorative stamps are the 
Webster stamp and the Wm. Penn 
stamp. It is interesting to note that 
Linn’s Weekly Stamp News announced 
this new Webster stamp in their issue 
of July 23rd. This announcement 
was made fully two weeks before any 
other paper printed the news and cor- 
respondents in Washington, D. C., 
wrote us to the effect that inquiry at 
the Postoffice department brought the 
information that no such stamp was 
contemplated. 

In a recent number we questioned 
the method in which the 8c air mail 
envelope would be issued since the air 
mail colors are red and blue and the 
stamp was announced in olive green. 
It is now noted that the stamp will 
be in olive green and the border on 
the envelope will be in red and blue, 
thus making a three color print for 
the entire envelope. 

Following is clipped from the Postal 
Bulletin and superfluous matter has 
been eliminated. Collectors are urged 
to pay strict attention to the regula- 
tions as regards requests for special 
favors and as regards remittances. 
These rules laid down by the depart- 
ment mean just what they say and you 
will save yourself possible grief and 
disappointment by following them to 
the letter. 


The Daniel Webster Stamp 


Postmasters and postal employees 
are hereby notified that arrangements 
are being made to issue a special post- 
age stamp to mark the one hundred 
and fiftieth anniversary’ of the birth 





of Daniel Webster, which is being 
appropriately celebrated this year. 

The stamp is the same size as the 
regular issue, 75/100 by 87/100 inch 
in dimensions. The stamp is of the 3- 
cent denomination, printed in purple. 
The central subject is a full face like- 
ness of Daniel Webster, reproduced 
from a marble bust. In a semicircu- 
lar white ribbon panel, with folded 
ends, over the portrait and touching 
the border at top and sides are the 
words “United States Postage” in 
small solid roman letters. In an up- 
right oval panel with white edge and 
solid background in each lower corner 
is the numeral “3” in white roman. 
In a panel with solid background, con- 
necting the ovals, is the word “Cents” 
in white roman. Above the base panel 
is a narrow ribbon with folded ends 
which extend over the ovals contain- 
ing the denomination numerals. In 
the center of this ribbon at the base 
of the portrait are the words “Daniel 
Webster” in dark roman letters, and 
in the folded ends are the dates “1782” 
at the left and “1932” at the right. 
On either side, extending from the 
top of the stamp to the ovals in the 
lower corners and partially obscured 
by the end of the semicircular panel, 
is a fasces. The stamp is inclosed 
in a narrow white line border. 

The Daniel Webster commemorative 
stamp will be first placed on sale Oc- 
tober 24, 1932, at Exeter, Franklin, 
and Hanover, N. H., and at other 
post offices on October 25, or as soon 
thereafter as production will permit. 
The Daniel Webster stamp will also 
be on sale at the Philatelic Agency on 
October 25 for the benefit of stamp 
collectors, but the agency will not pre- 
pare first day covers. 


The Wm. Penn Stamp 


Postmasters and employees of the 
Postal service are notified that the 
department is preparing to issue a 
special postage stamp in the 3-cent 





denomination to commemorate the two 
hundred and fiftieth anniversary of 
the arrival of William Penn in Ameri- 
ca. 

The stamp is of the same size and 
shape as the stamps of the regular 
issue, seventy-five one-hundredths by 
eighty-seven one-hundredths inch in 
dimensions, and is printed in purple 
ink. In a horizontal line across the 
top of the stamp are the words “Unit- 
ed States Postage” in small solid Ro- 
man letters. In the center of the 
stamp is the likeness of William Penn 
in armor, reproduced from an engrav- 
ing of a portrait painted from life 
in 1666, the original of which is in 
the possession of the Pennsylvania 
Historical Society. On either side of 
the head, running perpendicularly, are 
the dates “1682,” the year of William 
Penn’s arrival in America, at the left, 
and “1932” at the right. Within an 
upright rectangle with white edges 
and solid background, in each lower 
corner, is a white keystone bearing 
the numeral “3” in solid Gothic. In 
a narrow panel across the base con- 
necting the corner rectangles is the 
word “Cents” in white Gothic. Below 
the portrait on a narrow white ribbon 
panel is the name “William Penn” in 
small solid Gothic letters. 

The William Penn commemorative 
stamp will be first placed on sale Oc- 
tober 24, 1932, at the post offices in 
New Castle, Del., Chester, Pa., and 
Philadelphia, Pa. The stamp will be 
on sale at other post offices beginning 
October 25 or as soon thereafter as 
distribution can be made. The Wil- 
liam Penn stamp will also be placed 
on sale at the Philatelic Agency, Divi- 
sion of Stamps, Post Office Depart- 
ment, Washington, D. C., on October 
25, for the benefit of collectors. The 
agency will not, however, prepare 
covers. - 

Stamp collectors desiring first-day 
cancellations of the Daniel Webster 
or Wm. Penn stamp may send a limi- 
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ted number of addressed covers, not 
to exceed a total of 25, to the post- 
masters at each of the above named 
post offices, with a cash or postal 
money-order remittance to exactly 
cover the value of the stamps required 
for affixing; other postage stamps will 
positively not be accepted in payment. 
Covers will be accepted from individ- 
ual subscribers only, and each cover 
must be properly and legibly ad- 
dressed; covers bearing pencil ad- 
dresses will not be accepted. Special 
care must be taken in addressing cov- 
ers to bear blocks of four of the 
stz amps to allow sufficient clear space 
for the attaching of the stamps. Com- 
pliance can not be made with unusual 
requests, such as for the affixing of 
stamps bearing plate numbers or the 
irregular placing of the stamps on 
covers, ete. Requests for a supply of 
uneanceled stamps must not be in- 
cl-ded with orders for first day cov- 
crs. If uncanceled stamps of the new 
commemorative issue are desired for 
collection purposes, a separate order 
should be sent to the Philatelic Agency 
Division of Stamps, Post Office De- 
partment, Washington, D. C., and it 
wi'l receive prompt attention. 


The Air Mail Stamp and Envelope 


Postmasters and employees of the 
Postal Service are notified that the 
department is preparing to issue air 
meil stamps and air mail stamped en- 
velopes in the 8-cent denomination, to 
conform to the new air mail rate 
which became effective July 6, 1932. 

The 8-cent air mail stamp is of the 
same size, shape, and design as the 
5-cent air mail stamp of the current

issue, containing a reproduction of the 
insignia of the air mail service as 
the central design. No modification 
has been made except to substitute the 
denomination numeral “8” in the cir- 
cular panel in each lower corner and 
to change the color to olive green. 

The 8-cent air mail envelopes are 
of the same general style as those 
heretofore issued in the 5-cent denom- 
ination, having a distinctive border 
printed in red and blue and with em- 
vossed stamps of corresponding de- 
sign showing an air mail plane in 
flight as the central subject on a dark 
yackground, underneath which is the 
large numeral “8” in white. The 
stamp is printed in olive green. The 
‘issuance of 8-cent airmail envelopes 
will be restricted to sizes Nos. 8 and 
‘3, standard quality, white, with or 
without printed return cards. 

The new 8-cent air mail stamps and 
stamped envelopes will first be placed 
on sale at the post office in Washing- 
ton, D. C., on September 26, 1932, and 
it other post offices where there is 
lemand, beginning September 27, or 
as soon thereafter as distribution can 
be made. For the benefit of stamp col- 
'ectors, the 8-cent air mail stamp will 
also be placed on sale September 26 
at the Philatelic Agency, Division of 
Stamps, Post Office Department, 
Washington, D. C. Compliance can 
10t be made with requests for the 
oreparation of first-day covers either 
‘n the Washington post office or the 
Philatelic Agency. It will be neces- 
sary for collectors desiring first-day 
covers of the new 8-cent air mail 
stamp or stamped envelopes to ar- 
range for the service through private 
sources. 

Postmasters at direct and central 
accounting post offices may submit 
requisitions on the proper forms for 
the 8-cent air mail stamps and stamp- 
ed envelopes required, on the basis of 
an estimated 3-month supply. All 
requisitions transmitted prior to Oc- 
tober 1 should be on a separate form 
with other items of stamp stock ex- 
cluded. So far as practicable, advance 
shipment will be made on postmas- 
ters’ requisitions in order to have the 
new denomination air mail stamps or 
stamped envelopes available for sale 
on September 27. Should these stamps 
or envelopes be received prior to the 
authorized date, the postmaster will 
positively withhold same from sale 
until September 27. Postmasters will 
be held strictly accountable for any 
violation of this rule. Postmasters 
are also advised that all requests for 
8-cent air mail stamps and stamped 
envelopes received in the department 
prior to this announcement have been 
canceled and new requisitions should 
be submitted for the stock desired. 

Postmasters at district post offices 
may obtain needed supplies of 8-cent 
air mail stamps and stamped enve- 
lopes by requisition on the central ac- 
counting postmaster. 

It will be noted that the issue of 
the 8c air mail stamp and envelope 
is to be made to postmasters prior 





to the date of first day sale. This 


situation always brings up the pos. 
sibility of postmasters selling the 
stamps and permitting their use be. 
fore the authorized day of issue. This 
has happened several times in the 
past few years with commemorative 
issues.

UNITED STATES—Charles Hammer, of 
Scotia, N. Y., reports some very interesting 
varieties: On the 12th stamp of plate 20868, 
of the 5¢ Olympic, the lower part of the “L” 
in “Los Angeles” is completely severed and 
on the 65th stamp of the same plate number, 
the lower part of the “L” is almost severed. 
Both of these varieties occur in the upper 
left pane. On the 7c Bicentennial, 23rd stamp 
of plate #20564, upper left pane there is a 
seratch running completely through the “E” 
of “Cents”. 

Arthur Reichstein, of Beloit, Wis., has 
shown us a 8c Olympic which shows a very 
plain scratch extending from the border of 
the stamp down thru the “A” of “STATES” 
and the “O” of “LOS”, to the part in the 
hair of the sprinter. Plate number and po- 
sition are unknown, at this writing, but our 
correspondent has promised to try and secure 
this information at an early date. 

Raymond C. Stager, of Cleveland, Ohio, has 
submitted for our inspection a complete sheet 
of the 5c Olympic, upper left pane of plate 
#20869, and calls our attention to the 57th 
stamp, which shows a vertical line running 
from the upper border of the design, down 
thru the second “T” of “STATES”, to the 
border of the oval. We also note on his sheet 
that the 27th stamp has the lower part of the 
“L” of “LOS” almost severed and on the 46th 
stamp of this sheet, is the severed variety. 

In view of the fact that Mr. Linn always 
publishes advance notice, elsewhere in the pa- 
per of any forthcoming new issues of United 
States, we herewith adopt the policy of not 
recording same until they are issued.

S. S. MANHATTAN CACHET 


The maiden voyage of the great 
new United States Steamship Man- 
hattan was fittingly commemorated 
for stamp collectors by the issue of 
a special cacheted envelope.

FOR COVER COLLECTORS 


A recent ruling of the Third As- 
sistant Postmaster General reads as 
follows: 

“Stamped self-addressed covers to 
be returned on first flights, etc., may 
be mailed at the third class rate of 
postage when put up in unsealed pack- 
ages weighing 8 ounces or less and 
are chargeable with postage at the 
rate of 1% cents for each two 
ounces or fraction thereof. Packages 
of such matter exceeding eight ounces 
in weight are fourth class mail and 
chargeable with postage at the par- 
cel post zone rates. 

This permits sending of your cov- 
ers with routing instruction written 
or stamped on the covers at this third 
or fourth class postage rate provided 
the enclosing envelope is not sealed.

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AN OPEN LETTER FROM A 
SUBSCRIBER 





To P. M. G. Brown:— 

For long years official government 
letters were signed “Very respect- 
fully, your obedient servant.” It is 
commonly reported that the head of a 
Department asked his clerks to sug- 
gest any methods of saving time and 
money for the government, and that 
a clerk figured out that the foolish 
phrase “your obedient servant” took 
the entire time of two $150 a month 
clerks (The highest pay at that time) 
to sign. The words were officially 
ropped. 

’ We a number of years each De- 
partment used a separate set of offi- 
cial stamps. They cost much money 
to produce, and it took a great deal 
of time to weigh letters and affix the 
proper stamps. Then some bright 
mind suggested the “official business” 
envelopes, and that foolish practice 
was abolished, with much saving of 
money to the government in time and 
labor. 

For many years a handsome and ex- 
pensive set of Newspaper and Period- 
ical stamps were in use. They were 
not furnished to the publishers. Their 
mail was weighed in bulk, the amount 
due figured in a book and the neces- 
sary amount in stamps solemnly 
stuck in that book. It was forbidden 
to sell these stamps to the public, yet 
they were for sale by stamp dealers 
all over the country.

It finally occurred to someone that 
the amount due could be set down in 
the book and collected without the 
time and labor of sticking the stamps 
in the book, and that foolish practice 
was also abolished, with saving to 
the government in expenses. 

Your Department after long years 
recognized the fact that stamp col- 
lectors purchase great quantities of 
stamps which are a net gain to the 
revenues of the Department, as they 
are never used for postage. The Phil- 
atelic Agency was established to cater 
to collectors and help the _ postal 
yearly deficit by catering to collectors. 

More and more information is fur- 
nished in advance to collectors about 
new issues, first flights, etc., etc., yet 
the Department is failing to take ad- 
vantage of its opportunities to get 
revenue. 

Every country in the world that 
issues Postage Due stamps sells them 
freely to stamp collectors—except the 
United States. Here it is forbidden to 
sell them, yet they are freely for sale 
by stamp dealers and priced in every 
catalog in unused condition. 

Why not abolish that regulation and 
allow the stamps to be freely and 
openly sold by postmasters, and the 
government revenue increased by 
many thousands of dollars a year? 

What possible harm can it do? 
When a postoffice is robbed and a 
quantity of postage due stamps are 
taken, what can the thieves possibly 
do with them except destroy them or 
sell them to a stamp dealer? 

Can he take a 3c or a $5.00 Postage 
Due stamp, stick it on a letter or a 
package, deliver it and claim the 
amount? He cannot, under any cir- 
cumstances. There is absolutely no 
way in which the stamps can be 
turned to profit in that way. 

Supose I get a postmaster who is 
not versed in regulations to sell me 
an unused 30c Due stamp. What can 
I do with it to injure the government 
revenues? Nothing whatever, un- 
der any circumstances. The Dept. is 
30c ahead and that it all there is to it. 

Why not allow these stamps to be 
freely sold to collectors and gain the 
additional revenue? 

One more matter. Air mail rates 
were recently raised and it is under- 
stood that new stamps will be avail- 
able some time this Fall. In the mean- 
time, hundreds of thousands of peo- 
ple are obliged to daily lose the time 
involved in putting two or three 
stamps on their letters. 

Canada recently raised its air mail 
rate also, but the day the rate went 
into effect surcharged stamps were 
available to the public throughout the 
country. Why not adopt that simple 
procedure? 

Are you afraid of people counter- 
feiting the stamps by surcharging 
those now in use? There need be 
little fear of that, but if it should be 
done, I believe it is a matter of fact 
that in the few instances where our 
stamps have been counterfeited, 
stamp collectors have detected and re- 
ported them to the officials almost im- 
mediately. —A. C. Townsend.

INTERVIEWS WITH STAMP 
PORTRAITS 


By Capt. A. C. Townsend 


Dear Mr. Linn:— 

You will notice my expense account 
is pretty small this week, and as this 
is the first time it has so happened, 
you will be wondering why, so I will 
explain. ’ 

You sent me to get an interview on 
the Norse-American stamps, and it 
was a pretty hard assignment, for 
even with a good magnifying glass 
I couldn’t make out a face on either 
of the stamps, and no names are giv- 
en on them. 

So I went over to the library to read 
up on them. That didn’t help much, 
for I only found that the name of the 
leader of the expedition was Larson. 
I couldn’t go to the Place of Shades 
and call out for Mr. Larson. If I 
did, about a million Shades by that 
name would have trampled all over me, 
trying to be the first to answer the 
eall, and you would have lost a good 
reporter. 

Well, the C. P. A. was to meet that 
night, so I thought I would go to 
the meeting and maybe Tom Hunter 
or some of the other bright fellows 
could help me out with some infor- 
mation. 

It was one of those inspirations I

have which have made me so valuable 
to you, for the first man I saw was 
Noble Larson, one of our members 
who lives in Villa Park. I asked him 
if he knew anything about the Norse 
migration here and it turned out that 
he knows everything about it, for he 
is a descendant of the original col- 
onist! 

He said he’d be glad to give me 
the story some other time, but had 
just dropped into the club for a min- 
ute and had not had his dinner. So 
of course I had to take him to din- 
ner and get the story, and, say! can 
that fellow eat! If all Norwegians 
have appetites like his it is a wonder 
there are any surplus crops in Amer- 
ica. 

He was too busy eating for an hour 
for me to get the story, but after- 
wards, while he smoked a couple of 
cigars and drank another bottle of 
near beer, he told me a lot of things, 
which I have condensed as follows: 

It seems Lars Larson was a Quaker, 
and the Quakers were having a pretty 
tough time of it in Norway, so he 
determined to come to America, which 
he poetically called the land of the 
free and the home of the brave. (I 
think I have heard that wording be- 
fore, but have not had time to look 
it up, and anyway Noble says his 
ancestor originated it.) Well, Larson 
and some others bought a little bitty 
boat, the “Restoration” shown on the 
2c stamp, and sailed for New York 
on July 4, 1825. 

Noble says his ancestor showed 
how smart he was by picking out that 
'date, so everyone could remember it. 
|'There were but 52 when they sailed, 
‘but 53 when they got here, as Mrs. 
{Larson had a baby, Noble’s great 
{something or other grandmother. 

They landed safely on October 9, 
'and the New Yorkers were amazed at 
| their having crossed the ocean safely 
‘in that tiny boat, as they had for- 
gotten by that time what Columbus 
did, but they let the Norwegians in 
and they sailed up the Hudson and 
settled around Kendall, New York. 
Larson became a ship builder at Roch- 
ester, and as time went on he helped 
thousands of other colonists from Nor- 
way on their way to the farm lands 
of the middle west. Noble says they 
are the very finest of our foreign born 
ancestors. 


The 5c stamp shows one of the fun- 
ny old Viking ships of the 15th Cen- 
tury, but Noble says they could out- 
row, outsail or outfight anything on 
the seas at that time. And he said 
that when a Viking died they would 
put him on his ship, set it on fire and 
let it sail out to sea, while the band 
on shore played “A Hot Time.” 

After I got the whole story from 
Noble I put him in a cab and sent 
him home, and I went upstairs to 
the club again. The meeting was over 
but some of the boys were still there, 
and one of them told me that Larson 
means ““Son of Lar’, and that Noble’s 
father spelled his name “Liar” origi- 
nally. He said that Noble was a first 
child and they called him that because 
he was a noble experiment.
